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SGA UPDATE

The 4th regular SGA Board 
meeting was held on October 16th in 
Room SCE239. The meeting began 
with the approval of the minutes and 
the agenda. Troy Whetstone drew 
the Board 's attention to a new section 
of the agenda, item 4, that of Guest 
Speaker. This evening's guest was 
Norman Fortin, Director of the 
Language Centre. His main reason 
for addressing the Board was toensure 
that students received correct 
information regarding the Writing 
Competency Test and the WAC 
Courses. 

One new feature of the 
WAC-course/Writing Comp. Test is 
the news that First year students no 
longer need to take the Test as a 
prerequisite fortaking a WAC course. 
Previously, students needed to 
attempt the test before registering in 
WAC Courses. Students need to 
remember that they need a 3 to go 
beyond 30 credits (First Year) and a 
2 to go beyond 60 credits (Second 
Year). 

Regulations are being 
loosened, Fortin explained, because 
many First- Year students are entering 
University without knowing what 
exactly academic writing consists of. 
The Language Centre is there to help 
students 

Another fallacy tied to the 
Test is that one person reviews the 
papers. Fortin said that there are two 
correctors per paper and both must 
agree on the score. If diey do not 
agree, a third, "tie-breaking" marker 
is brought in to give the final score. 

Fortin explained the 
function of the Language Centre as 
being to help the student correct dieir 
writing style. Students in die various 
disciplines need to develop a specific 
style of writing for that discipline. 
For example, an engineer will write a 
proposal using a style obviously 
different from that used to compose a 
critical analysis. The Centre is not a 
centre for remedial writing. They 
will pinpoint weak areas but they will 
not write the essay or paper for the 
student. There are efforts currently 
being made to bring the Nursing and 
Commerce programs on board the 
WAC system. 

Students who wanthelp with 
the ir papers are asked to be reasonable 
with the deadlines they want to impose 
on the Language Centre. Forexample, 
coming in to the Centre at 1 :00pm 
with a 20-page paper that's due at 
3:00pm and expect it to be proofread 
and correct is completely 
unreasonable. The staffat the Centre 
are only human and can only do so 
much. Students are asked to keep this 
in mind when coming to the Centre. 
Fortin announced a new 
change to the March 30th Writing 
Competency Test. Students will now 
need to registered or sign up for the 




Test before going. Students who do 
not register will still be allowed into 
the testing area but priority will be 
given to those students who have 
signed up. This is to avoid students 
writing the test more than once on the 
same day and thus cut down on the 
number of papers to be reviewed. 

Students can also go into 
the Centre and review their Test with 
a senior Centre staff member. Again, 
weak areas can be reviewed and 
suggestions made as to improving 
those areas. 

The next item on the agenda 
was the by-election of new Board 
members. Terry Dube, Daniel Dub6 
were the two candidates for Off- 
Campus Representatives and Advit 
Nath was the candidate for 
International Student Representative. 
All three candidates presented 
themselves and their reasons why 
they wanted their respective positions. 
Afteran in-camera vote, all candidates 
were ratified by the Board. All 
members wish them good luck in 
their new positions. 

Activity reports from the 
various members of the executive 
were presented. Of note. Whetstone 
announced that he is on the committee 
reviewing Ross Paul ' s application for 
renewal as President of die Unviersity. 
This long process should be finalized 
in the next few months. Also, 
Whetstone reminded the Board ofthe 
resignation of Laura McKillop, Vice- 
President Finance as well as the open 
nominations for the position. Kevin 
Dorse gave a brief overview of the 
transit protest diat took place on 
October 10th. Despite a very poor 
turnout, Dorse had an opportunity to 
address City Council and present the 
students' concerns over rising fares 
and lack of service. The City Planning 
Committee is prepared to review the 
students' concerns and see what 
changes can be effected. Christine 
D^nomme, VP Services, was not 
present at the meeting since it was 
Alcohol Awareness Week and she 
was hosting the Mocktail Contest in 
the Pub. 

Supplemental reports 
included an announcement regarding, 
last year's Student Survey. Out of 
176 reommendations, five have been 
singled out as priority. Dr. Jon 
Gonder, Director of Student Services, 
will be presenting these 
recommendadons during an "open- 
forum" discussion to be held in the 
Fraser Auditorium. Students are 
encouraged to attend this discussion 
to see how their opinions and 
comments are being used to shape 
the Future Laurentian. Actual dates 
will be announced in Lambda. 

New business include the 
acceptance of motions drawn up by 
Kevin Dorse regarding new club 
recognition. New clubs granted 
provisional club status included the 
Mature Students' Association and the 
Laurentian University Navigators.. 
The next meeting will be 
held October 30th, at 5:30pm, in the 
Senate chambers on the 1 1 th floor of 
the R.D. Parker building.

The coming of the second 
millennium brings with it a 
world full of sophisticated 
technology, in which even the most 
"technologically-challenged" can 
learn to accomplish several tasks with 
faxes, modems and computers.

As if such 
claims were not already dealt with in 
the 1950's, people of today's society 
are turning to Mulder and Scully for 
proof of alien encounters of the first- 
through-third kind. To date, there 
has been no concrete evidence of any 
extra-terrestrial contact let alone proof 
ofany UFO landings.

Ethical" debate, in the Lambda . October 1 2th issue. I hate to beat a dead horse, but were 
you at the same debate that I was?

Polite and non-committal, Pete Vere's commentary on the past "ethics of WAC" debate 
(see "The Ethics of WAC", October 12 Lambda) exemplifies a gross misapplication of critical 
reasoning. Endeavouring to hide his obvious professional allegiances, Vere composes a prejudiced 
recollection of the event as if it were a sports occasion, entirely failing to harvest anything from what 
he calls a "fruitful discussion." And his coloured description of what was largely an orchesrated 
applause for Dr. DiNorcia remembers the File gathering as an outlet for interdiscipilinary rivalries, 
effectively ignoring the more serious issues targeted by the debate. More relevant for discussion than 
Vere 's scorecard analysis, then, are those questions that catalyze the schism of opinions about WAC. 

WAC is a formal acknowledgment of university education as a process of self-exploration 
in learning. It is an attempt to hold professors accountable to these tenets upon which such 
institutions were founded. Thus, Dr. DiNorcia's concern with grade and test score correlations are 
valid from a WAC perspective only in an inverse way: how well does a professor's grading 
correspond to conceptions of education wherein students synthesize what they learn rather than 
reconstruct what they have to memorize? Furthermore, to argue about education only in utilitarian 
terms of a university degree, as DiNorcia does, jeopardizes a great deal more than the quality of 
university education. The manner in which Dr. DiNorcia criticizes the WAC program echos the 
assertions used by fiscal marauders in their criticsm of all the liberal arts. The failure of people like 
Vere to recognize this only perpetuates the threat of an economically-motivated crisis in humanities 
that so quieted the debate panel two weeks ago.

Today, I'm going to do something that I have been 
avoiding for a little while; something that I have procrastinated 
to do because I did not want to split the right-wing on this 
campus.

Quite 
simply, the feudal system breaks down when the landowners are 
no longer willing to pay the workers an honest day's wage for an 
honest day's labour. In other words, when the landowners 
become Greedy Capitalists. When this happens, the workers 
react by rebelling and refusing to work; yet they still demand to 
be paid. So then the workers become Lazy socialists. When all 
this happens, you get conflict between the landowners and the 
workers, society slows down, and ultimately no one benefits. 

This is why I think conservatives should take an honest 
look at feudalism; for just like feudalism is about responsibility 
and not rights, feudalism is also about harmony in society instead 
of conflict. So Gordo, where do you stand?

Nexis. The windows version is very 
"user friendly." I am impressed at 
the amount of research at my finger 
tips and I really like working from 
my home PC. 

Answer: The Amiable Librarian 
would like to assure all readers that 
this is a real comment, not cooked up 
for this occasion. Check it out at the 
front of the library. 

For those who may not yet have 
heard of Lexis-Nexis — it is, 
in the Amiable Librarian's 
humble opinion, the greatest thing 
since sliced bread. The service, 
offered by Meaddata Central in Ohio 
consists of the full-text of 
innumerable newspapers and 
magazines. Examples: The Financial 
Post from 1990, the London Times 
from 1 990, the New York Times since 
1980; the Toronto Star since 1990, 
theWashington Postsince 1977. The 
service also consists of innumerable 
law reports and law reviews full text. 
Harvard Law Review anyone? 

Full text. That means that all students 
have to do is type in what they want 
and out will come not just references 
to an article but the actual article. 
One stop at its best and it just blows 
people's socks off! 

True, Lexis-Nexis is not for everyone. 
Historians interested in the U.S. Civil 
War will probably not find much on 
the service. Neither will English 
scholars wanting to review 



seventeenth century journalism. It is 
sort of a 90's thing that provides the 
raw data for many topics of interest 
to students. 

Passwords to Lexis-Nexis may 
be purchased by students 
only at the Circulation Desk 
of the library — $30.00 for a 
subscription to Nexis, which is the 
news and Canadian law service; 
$30.00 for Lexis, which covers 
foreign legal literature, and $50.00 
for both services. Both services 
include Medline, which is the only 
bibliographical reference database 
offered. Passwords are good for the 
year — no further cost — and may be 
used either with the Internet or with 
Lexis-Nexis own software, supplied 
free by the library. What a deal!!! 
For more information, please ask to 
see the Amiable Librarian. 

P.S. Ifyou want to take the 
service foratest drive before plunking 
down you money, bring a copy of 
this column to the Amiable Librarian 
and library will waive its usual $5.00 
fee for a search. Normally, this fee 
may be applied against a regular 
account.

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Strange Days Ahead

"I'm the magic man, the 
Santa Claus of the subconscious. You 
say it — you even think it— you can 
have it. Try a taste..." Does this sound 
like a pusher to you? Well it is, but 
Lenny Nero isn't pushing the usual. 
He's pushin' illegal SQUID 
(Superconducting Quantum 

Interference Device), which allows 
you to trip out on the recorded sensory 
and emotional experiences of others. 
Sound strange? Well it is, but that's 
what Strange Days is all about. 

Based on a script written by 
James Cameron (director of the 
upcoming Ice Planet, True Lies, T2, 
The Abyss, Aliens, The Terminator, 
and believe it or not Piranha II), the 
film follows Lenny (Ralph Flennes 
from Schindler's List) through a pre- 
apocalyptic L.A. on the eve of the 
year 2000. Lenny himself is addicted 
to his own product as he can't stop 
reliving his SQUIDed memories of 
his ex, Faith (Juliette Lewis), arising 
rock star. Now an assassin has brutally 
murdered his business partner Iris 
(Canadian Brigitte Balto) and 
recorded it on SQUID. The assassin 
is on Lenny's trail next and the only 
person willing to help is Mace 
(Angela Bassett), a security specialist 
and bodyguard. 

The idea behind the SQUID 
isn't a new one for the cinema. Some 
of you may remember the movie 
Brainstorm ('83), starring 
Christopher Walken playing a 
scientist who develops a similar 
device. The addiction theme is there, 
but beyond that these two films bare 
no other similarities. 

Directed by Kathryn 
Bigelow (Point Break, Blue Steel, 
and Near Dark), the film reflects a 
frightening reality which is only four 
years into the future. While helping 
with the cleanup after the L.A. riots, 
the constant sight of tanks and soldiers 
gave Bigelow a distinct feeling for 
the year 2000: a world on the edge of 




oblivion, and a world in which 
everything has been tried and people 
will do anything to hold onto a genuine 
experience. With her disturbing and 
unrelenting p.o.v. shots, especially 
during Iris' murder scene, BigSlow 
satisfies the audience's scopophilic 
desires and forces us, simply by 
purchasing a ticket, into a position of 
culpability. 

Strange Days may be the 
first film to be marketed on the World 
Wide Web. You can find it at http:/ 
/www.strangedays.com. It's not the 
greatest web site but it's still worth 
checking out. You'll find cool bits of 



dialogue, such as "By midnight you'll 
have the biggest riot in history . They '11 
see the smoke in Canada," and a great 
collection of end-of-the-world 
prophecies from Nostradamus to 
Shakespeare. If you're lucky enough 
to have the correct cards, then you 
can enjoy the fun stuff — small video 
segments from the film. 



Perhaps not so strange is the 
fact that Strange Days opened on 
Friday the 13th of October. So make 
sure that you don ' t miss this excellent 
piece of digitized voyeurism.

Back from my

at the Townehouse that Monday to 
see Cub, Vancouver's highly-dubbed

second Sudbury gig of the year. This 
second cross-Canada tour comes on 
the heels of a hectic summer tour 
which took Cub, along with The 
Queers and The Muffs through much 
oftheU.S. After a three hour car ride 
backup, I managed to sit and chat for 



a few minutes with guitarist Robynn 
Iwata about recording, touring and 
tid-bits of life. 

"The summer was really 
great for us," says Robynn. "We had 
a lot of fun playing with The Muffs 
and The Queers. Contrary to what 
we've heard about multi-band tours, 
all of us (bands) had a lot of fun." 
Cub is now on another tour across 
Canada this year with Mint-mates, 
Pluto - the highlight being their 
appearance at The Pop Exhibition in 
Halifax. 

"We're looking forward to 
playing with Sloan because they're a 
great bunch of guys. We were going 
to play the Edge - tst with them in 
Toronto this summer, but it conflicted 




with the tour we were already on." 

The band consists of bassist 
Lisa Mart, Robynn, and drummer/ 
fashion consultant extraodinaire Lisa 
G. All three pumped out a peppy, yet 
provocative show Monday night, 
complete with Lisa Marr's example 
of Cub's "stock answer" to stupid 
questions: "Ask a chick!!!" 

Cub are quite different from 
any of the other female bands that are 
hitting the indie and mainstream air 
waves today. From the beginning, 
they have been seen as indie music's 
cute and cuddly dolls, making us 
swoon with songs like "New York 
City" and "My Flaming Red 
Bobsled." Yet as Robynn explains, 
this may not be the case. 

"That 'cuddle core thing' - 
it was just a joke that my friend came 
up with. True, we're not coming on 
real harsh like say, L7, but the idea of 
us being 'soft' isn't quite right either. 
There is a lot of darkness in some of 
Lisa (Marr)'s lyrics. Some people 
are just not looking deep enough." 

Depth is something that 
Cub, as a band, is continuing to gain. 
It's been alittle more than three years 
since the band's conception, and as 
Robynn confides, it has been a 
continual learning experience. 

"When Lisa (Marr) asked 
me to play, I was just starting out on 
guitar. It was all so new to me. I still 
find it all very overwhelming because 




it is so different from what I thought 
I'd be doing. I really like recording, 
and I learn more as time goes on... All 
three of us are still in a sort of learning 
process," revealed Robynn, in 
between sips of club soda. " Our 
recording of 'Secret Nothing' a track 
we did for the Ear of the Dragon 
compilation is important to me 
personally because it shows how I 
have progressed. I could finally sit 
back and go 'yeah, this is how I want 
to sound!'" 



As for plans for the near 
future. Cub will be working on a new 
album early next year which should 
be out next spring. This will be their 
third full-length work; the follow-up 
to Come Out Come Out . 

"Things are going to be petty 
much the same. We like the 
'roughness' of our sound, and don't 
believe in recording a 'perfect' album. 
We're sticking to our guns no matter 
what."

Last Saturday, the Queen's 
Golden Gaels blew into town to play 
our 1994 OUAA Champions, the 
Laurentian Voyageurs. This was a 
much anticipated match because it 
was a battle for first place in the 
OUAA East division. A week before, 
these two clubs had settled for a 
scoreless tie. This game was 
dominated by the Vees, but Queen's 
stole a 1-1 tie from their superior 
opponents. 

Vees' striker Gary Tennant 
was a man on fire in this match. He 
kicked a number of balls at the net 
and ran hard to worthily earn his 
Labatt first star honours. Teimant 
opened the scoring with his team- 
leading fifth goal of the season. On 
this play, midfielder Adrian Bubalo 
chested the ball to Peter (Second Star)

A ball bounced to an open 
right wing; Danny Matthew stepped 
in and shot wide. Ricky sent a Golden 
pass to the fire-striker within the 
eighteen, but his deflection was just 
wide of the left post. Tennant again 
seized the ball and cracked a lightning 
bolt from the midfield; yet another 
cross-bar prevented the Vees from 
taking the lead. The soccer ball felt 
the wrath of the fire-striker as he 
punched it with a grunt. 

Tennant's fit exemplified 
the fmstration of the entire Voyageur 
squad. "No excuses. Should' ve won," 
blurted Vees' sweeper Dale 
Nichiporik. 

"We outplayed them," 
stated keeper Jonathan Leroux. 
"Adrian [Bubalo] and Davey 
[McDonald] controlled the midfield. 
We just didn't finish." 

Captain McDonald was not 
pleased about the outcome either.

We have to start cashing in on 
our chances or it will come back to 
haunt us. It doesn't matter how hard 
you work; if you don't score, you 
can't win." 

Does Greg Zorbas think that 
the Queen's Golden Gaels were 
impressive in tying L.U.? "No, I was 
not impressed [with the Golden Gaels] 
and I really don ' t respect their attitude. 
They're very arrogant," vented the 
Vees' head coach. "We should have 
blown them away, something like 5- 
1 today... we had no luck at all." 

Yet to score for the Vees are 
offensive stars Brian Ashton, Adrian 
Bubalo, and Neil Burton. Can any of 
them score? Will they defeat the 
Ryerson Rams?

There is a second year 
psychology student at Laurentian 
University who would like nothing 
better than to help the Vees win the 
OUAA and CIAU Championships 
this season. However, Angelo Costa 
is ineligible to suit up on defense for 
the Laurentian Soccer Voyageurs. 
This is because of an athletic transfer 
regulation which prevents players 
from transferring from one Canadian/ 
American college or university to 
another in consecutive years. Any 
athlete making such a change must 
sit out of his or her sport for one year 
before joining the team of his or her 
new school. 

Angelo received a soccer 
scholarship from West Texas A and 
M University in 1 994 and travelled to 
the United States to play. Last year, 
Texas A and M finished 19th overall 
amongst over 200 other American 
colleges. "I enjoy playing soccer very 
much," he says of his first love. "I 
love it because it's fun, but playing in 
the States was [very business-like] 
and that took the fun out of the game." 
Angelo said the overly serious attitude 
in American college soccer played a 
role in his decision to return to Canada. 

The biggest factor that 
convinced the star defender to head 
north of the border again was the 
inferior education he was exposed to 
in the U.S. "I wanted to receive a 
good education and play in a good 
soccer program. That's why I chose 
Laurentian." 

"I kind of want to put 
[Texas] behind me now. I had a great 
time there and I played some very 
competitive soccer. But now I'm here 
and hopefully can find a position on 
the team and bring a national 
championship home to Laurentian." 

This summer, he played in 
the Toronto and District First Division 
with the Oshawa Italia soccer club. 




Vees' all-star fullback Rob Sabadin 
played with Angelo in Oshawa and 
told him all about the Laurentian club. 
Angelo says Sabadin described the 
great time the players have in Sudbury 
and thus far, he has also enjoyed it. 

Even though Angelo runs at 
every practice and attends all of the 
games, he is frustrated to be confined 
by the sidelines. "It is pretty 
frustrating being ared shirt.. .It almost 
makes me feel like I'm not part of the 
team because I can't play." He 
exclaimed that he would rather be 
injured than inehgible this season. 

However, he has 
tremendous confidence in the Vees' 
chances of winning a CIAU 
championship in 1 995. "I think we're 
the best team in the country. I can't 
see us losing a game." Angelo's 
assurance has not been misleading. 
The Soccer Voyageurs are undefeated 
thus far. After ten games, they have 
seven wins and three ties. (For more 
information on the Vees' record, read 
the end of the L.U. - Queen's soccer 
match summary in today's paper.) 

Although he cannot play 
Laurentian varsity soccer this year, 
Angelo remains positive. "Being 
ineligible this year will give me a 
little bit more time for school, which 
can't be all bad. Hopefully, I can 
keep my grades up and do well in 
school and stay eligible. Next year, 
I'll be playing for the Vees and we 
can bring a national championship 
home. That's my goal."

Buenos dias, my soccer 
amigos. Some big news in the soccer 
world. There has been some wheeling 
and dealing and some major decisions 
for some top world players. 

So far the biggest-surprise 
soccer star is Tony Yeboah of Leeds 
in England. Tony Yeboah's stunning 
goal against Liverpool at EUand Road 
Stadium, a thunderbolt volley from 
25 yards, is already being talked about 
as the goal of the season. The 29- 
year-old Ghanaian, who has 
transformed Leed 's fortunes since his 
arrival from Eintracht Frankfurt in 
Germany, has an unlikely secret 
weapon - Yorkshire pudding. He first 
tried the dish before going out and 
scoring a hat trick against Ipswich 
last season and he now tucks into a 
plateful of puddings before every 
match. 

In Mexico, Hugo Sanchez, 
the former Real Madrid and Mexico 
striker, has decided to play in the 
United States next season when Major 
League Soccer begins. Sanchez will 
join fellow Mexican international 
Jorge Campos, Mexico's national 
keeper, in the fledgling league. 
Sanchez is currently with Atlante of 
Mexico and played in the NASL with 
San Diego Sockers in 1 979 as well as 
three World Cup and two Olympic 
tournaments. The 37-year-old striker 
has signed a one year contract with 
MLS, but is not sure which of the 10 
proposed teams he will line up for. 
Campos already has been guaranteed 



a place with the Los Angeles team. 

In Russia, goalkeeper 
Stanislav Cherchesov has joined 
Moscow Spartak, the third Russian 
international to join the club in a 
month. Cherchesov, 33, joined 
Russian champions Spartak from 
troubled German club Dynamo 
Dresden, who were relegated to a 
minor league last season because of 
financial irregularities. He follows 
midfielder Vasili Kulkov and striker 
Sergi Yuran, who both joined Spartak 
from FC Porto, which I have 
mentioned in a previous issue. 

In the United States, the 
most important goal Roy Lassiter 
scored may have done him more harm 
than good. The 26-year-old striker 
scored the US's winning goal in the 
Parmalat Cup third place playoff 
against Benfica, and was then arrested 
in connection with a three-year-old 
burglary case. Lassiter, who has been 
playing in Cost Rica for the past three 
seasons, said he was unaware of the 
arrest warrants until he returned home. 
Lassiter's career may be on the up, 
though. While awaiting his court 
appearance, he was reported to have 
signed for the Brazilian club Santos. 

In Argentina, Mario 
Kempes is still going strong at the 
age of 39. The Argentinean star of the 
1 978 World Cup finals is planning to 
return to professional soccer with 
Chilean Second Division side 
Fernandez Vial. 

In England, Manchester 
City has solved their goalkeeping 
crisis by paying $800,000 for VBF 
Stuttgart's Eike Immel. The 34-year- 
old goalkeeper, who signed an initial 
one year contract, joins fellow 
German Uwe Rosier at Main Road 



Stadium. Immel, who has 20 caps for 
West Germany, was the first-choice 
goalkeeper at the 1 986 World Cup in 
Mexico and has made 534Bundesliga 
(German League) appearances. 

In a previous article I 
mentioned that former Real Madrid 
and Spain star Rafael Gordillo has 
called it quits and said 'adios' to his 
beloved Betis. Well my soccer 
amigos, he is back in training with 
second Division newcomers Ecija. 
The madness of world soccer 
continues, muchachos and signoritas .

A source within the 
Laurentian camp knew that Aquino 
had played American college soccer. 

"We brought it to York's 
attention. York informed the OUAA, 
not us.

complimented Soccer Vees' coach 
Greg Zorbas. 

Zorbas refutes the 
suggestion that Laurentian protested 
their sole loss. "[Upon being 
informed] York removed Aquino 
from their roster. He will be penalized 
according to CIAU regulations." 

How does the Vees' bench 
boss feel about being rewarded the 
victory? 

"It is nice to get a few points, 
but we still lost that game. It just 
proves that we aren't invincible." 

Zorbas points out that the 
Voyageurs' offense has been 
inadequate. Without considering the 
5-0 victory over Trent, the Vees have 
managed only 1 1 goals in 9 games. 
"That is our only concern," confirms 
Zorbas. "Hopefully, we'll put it 
together for the play-offs." 

Laurentian will certainly 
have to "pull it together" if they meet 
the McMaster Marauders in the 
OUAA finals.
